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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the amendment filed July 8, 2009, claims 1-13, 28-37 have been 
cancelled. Claims 14-27 are pending. 

2. In view of the amendment filed July 8, 2009, the rejection of claims 25-27 under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kristen et al. (WO0144325), is withdrawn. 

Allowances 

3. Claims 14-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As of the date of this office action, the examiner has not located or identified any 
reference that can be used singularly or in combination with another reference including 
the closest prior art of Bauers et al. [Macromolecules, 36,671 1-6715(2003)] and Ostoja- 
Starzewski et al. (US 5,686,542) to render the present invention anticipated or obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
